Denver, Col., May 26, 1914. John D. Rock- 
efelier Jr.. Tarrytown, N. Y. Dear Sir: 
About a month ago I addressed a letter to

I called at your office with the wife of one of 


the representatives of the miners, but witb- 


out being permitted to see you. 

At that time I had only hearsay evidence 
concerning the situation; but now I have 
been upon the scene and have talked with 
scores of victims of the crimes that have 
been committed. 


Mother Target for Militia. 

I have met a mother who was made a 
target for militia bullets while she dragged 
her two children away from the ble 
villas’ of Ludlow; another whose three 
' Children were left behind to perish in that 


» inferno. 


It seems to me as if the air I béeathed 
were full of the smoke of powder afid the 
Beent of burning human flesh; as if my ears 


_ Were deafened with the screams of women 


and children. 

In such \a mood I venture once more to 
address you; persisting in the idea that you 
-¢annot realize what has been done in this 
strike district under your authority—refus- 
ing to believe that any young, modern Amer- 
dean, who has been taught in a civilized 
school, who worships in a civilized church, 
can actually be cognizant of the things that 
have been done under your authority, 


Cites Magazine ‘Articles, 

Since I made my first appeal to you scores 
of articies have been published in newspa- 
pers and magazines dealing with the Colo- 
tado situation. Some of these have borne 
the signature of people whose authority 
even you cannot impugn. For instance, 
Prof. E. R. A. Seligmann of Columbia uni- 
versity has pointed out that of the seven de- 
mands made by the miners, five were 
Stanted by the laws of the state; the strike 
was caused because of the refusal of the 
operators to respect these laws. 

The New York Evening Post published an 
- @tticle full of government Statistics, showing 
the enormous increase in accidents in the 
mines under your control. It showed that 
there were two or three times as many acci- 
dents as in the average throughout the coun- 
try; twelve times as many as in Austria. 

By the official records of Adjutant General 
Chase, the publication of which was forced 
‘ by the Colorado iegislature, it was shown 
that an overwhelming majority of the mem- 
bers of the state militia were mine guards 
and other employes of the coal companies 
' ‘who had been enlisted wholesale, armed and 
-Wniformed by the state, and sent out to make

Karluk’s Skipper Tramps 500 
Miles for Aid—Marooned 
Party Is Well 
Provisioned. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] | 
LONDON, May 31.—From St: Michael in 
Alaska Capt. Robert A. Bartlett has sent 
to the British government details of the loss 
of his ship, the Karluk, in Arctic ice, and of 
his own solitary journey over 500 miles of 
ice to get help for his endangered compan- 
ions. 


Not a man of the Stefansson expedition of: 


twenty-four was killed or injured when the 
ice closed on the Karluk Jan. 16 near Her- 
ald island, northeast of Siberia. Capt. Bart- 
lett’s companions are safe .on Wrangell 
island. They are well provisioned, have fire- 
wood, and are in territory where . game 
abounds. 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson is not in. the party, 
having left his ship on Sept. 10, 1913, a few 
days before the restless ice and winds shifted 
it to the unknown north. 


Scientist One of Marooned. 
Some of those waiting for relief on 
Wrangell island are Dr. Henri Beauchat, a 
celebrated French scientist and an°author- 
ity on the Eskimos; Alister Forbes Mackay, 
James Murray, B. Jarne Mamene, George 
Mallock,, and William Baird McKinley. 
There are five Eskimos in the party. Sup- 
plies cannot reach them until late in June 
or early in August, but they may, under 
the guidance of their Eskimos, follow Capt. 
Bartlett's course over ice through Siberia 

and across Bering sea to St. Michael. 
Capt.: Bartlett's brief, self-effacing, but 
comprehensive report was sent to the naval 
Wepartmetit’ of ‘the Canadian government at 
Ottawa and cabled to the government here. 


Transferred All Supplies. — 

‘“‘ When the Karluk waS crushed in the ice 
on Jan. 16, 1913,-and sunk,’’ Capt. Bartlett 
reports, .‘‘nobody was endangered. There 
was ample time to transfer supplies from 


the ship to the ice. I was able to savea large 


part of our scientific equipment. Food sup- 
plies, sledges, dogs, clothing, and neces- 
saries were removed rapidly from the'ship. 

‘*The party made camp on the ice, which 
remained firm. I sent two advance parties 
with dog sledges to Wrangell island, 100 miles 
distant from our position. Under my com- 
mand the main party followed a few days 
later. We reached Wrangell island safely 
a few days later after a rough journey. Sup- 
plies were stored and a permanent camp 
made on Wrangell island,”’ 


Describes Flight Over Ice. 

Capt. Bartlett then told of his trip across 
the ice. 

“J then started across the ice with a dog 
team and with food reckoned to last me for 
the journey. My course was toward the Si- 
berian coast, which I reached safely over the 
frozen sea. I followed the coast line to En- 
nora Harbor. 

‘‘ When I left Wrangell one advance party 
(of the two dispatched. toward Wrangell 
after the Karluk sank) had not reached the 
main body. Jt ts assumed that they are in 
another part of Wrangell island, which is ex- 
tensive. The party are well provided for 
and equipped... They have provisions and 
firewood. Game was found. Before I left 
further supplies were fetched from the ice 
camp near where the Kariuk was crushei. 


“The Karluk had drifted from 400 to 500 


miles from Point Barrow when caught by 
the ‘ice.”” 

The information from Ottawa is that it 
will be impossible for a relief ship to reach 
Wrangell island until the end of July or the 
early part of August. Supplies for the Ste- 
fansson expedition already had béen started 
from Edmonton, and in June a supply ship 
will leave Victoria, B. C., bound for Herschel 
island. —

FOURTH ARREST. EXPECTED TODAY

Newcastle, Ind., May 31.—[Special.]—“‘ If I 
were not under ponds to appear in court to- 
morrow I would leave at once for Findlay, O. 
I believe my missing daughter, Katherine, 
has been found there. I am more excited 
about that report than’*I am about my ar- 
rest,”’ 

Dr. William A. Winters, father of 9 year 
old Katherine Winters, whose disappearance 
on March 20 last year became a national 
mystery, made the statement to a corre- 
spondent of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE early this 
morning. He had just finished a long dis- 
tance telephone convelation with Probate 
Judge H. O. Dorsey of Findlay. A bond of 
$5,000 for appearafice Tuesday qorning be- 
fore the mayor for a preliminary hearing on 
a charge of conspiracy to commit a felony 
prevented him from leaving for the Ohio 
town. 


Telegram Brings News. 

The report that Katherine had been located 
im Findlay first was received by Dr. Winters 
in a telegram from the Probate judge. A 
girl believed to be Katherine is being cared 
for at the Probate f&dge’s house. The dén- 
tist, who, with his wife, Mrs. Bird Winters, 
and an ex-star boarder, W. R. Cooper, were 
arrested on Saturday on information fur- 
nished by Robert H. Abel, a private detective, 
then called the Probate judge on the tele- 
phone. 

“*T have had numerous reports about the 
finding of my daughter,”’ Winters said, “ but 


this ts the first time any one answering her 


description so closely has been found. 

“It is good news, and I believe,at last my 
Katherine has been located. I knew that 
something would happen to show my arrest 
is\a frame-up. It will all come out.” 

The girl was discovered at the house ofa 
woman named Pratt. How long she had 
been there Dr, Winters did not learn because 
of poor telephone service. 


Seek Body Buried in Farm. 

The report of the. finding of Katherine did 
not excite Detective Abel. 

“It's just a‘frameup to detract attention 
from this case,"’ he commented. 

“It'll come out tomorrow that there is 
nothing to the report. I heard she had been 
found last night, but I did not put any cre- 
dence in it.’ 

On a mysterious farm, somewhere near 
Newcastle, is a mound, covered over with red 
clover in full bloom. Inthe mound Detective 
Abel believes he will find the body of 
Katherine. 

Where the farm is and who owns it is a 
puzzle. But Detective Abel has faith in the 
mound, and tomorrow afternoon hé will lead 
a party of city police, deputy sheriffs, and 
newspaper reporters and photographers to 
the farm. Men with shovels will dig into the 
mysterious mound, Abel expects to obtain 
a ‘ corpus delicti’’ to use in case Dr. Win- 
ters, Mrs. Winters. and Cooper are brought 
to! trial. 


New Warrants Sought Today. 

Before going on the, excavating trip to the 
mysterious farm.,, Detective Abel and Prose- 
cuting Attorney Myers will appear before 
Cireuit Judge Carter and ask for bench ar- 
rants for Dr. Winters, his wife, and Cooper. 
What the exact new charge will be hasnot 
been decided. 

With the reports of the finding of Kather- 
tiie statements of the detective, and @ 
larze volume of gossip, the whereabouts of 
the girl who was believed to have been kid- 
naped by gypsies more than a year agore- 
mains as much a mystery as ever. 

Further to complicate the mystery, it was 
announced a warrant will be asked for the 
arrest of C. C. Hyde of Fresno, Cal., father 
of Hubert Hyde, Dr, Wintets’ nephew, who 
was at the Winters house when Katherine 
disappeared. The charge against Hyde will 
be the same as that against Dr. and Mrs. 
Winters and Cooper, it is said. 

The arrest of Dr. Winters and his wife on 
information which Abel gathered has caused 
a wide sensation in Newcastle. Nogreat sur- 
prise .is expressed, however, for there has 
been a suspicion oftentimes voiced by one 
neighbor to another that Dr. Winters knows 
where Katherine Winters is. 


Winters Absolves Cooper. 
Dr. Winters had at one time a fairly good

dental practice in Newcastle, but that is said. 
to have dwindled in the last several months. 


The dentist feels Unusually friendly toward 
Cooper. He told a reporter he would rather 
have his arms cut off than believe Cooper had 
anything to do with the disappearance of hig 
daughter.

WIDOW GOES ON 
‘HUNGER STRIKE 


Mrs. Emil Hoechster, Sister of 
Johnny Hand, Refuses 
to Kat in Station. 


PROBLEM FOR HER KIN. 


A smali old woman, wearing an old fash- 
foned black hat and a tidy black silk dress, 
was dragged across the pavement from the 
Chicago avenue police station to a waiting 
patrol wagon |ast night. Black jet ear- 
rings, probably heirlooms, dangled from 
her ears and wisps of white hair crept out 
from beneath her bonnet. 

The weman was Mrs. Emil Hoechater, 70 
years old, sister of the late Peter Hand, mil- 
lionaire brewer, and “ Johnny " Hand, Chi- 
cago’s veteran -bandmaster. She is the 
widow of a pioneer German resident and 
politician of Chicago, twice a candidate for 
congress. She is almost totally blind. She 
had spent the day at the police station 
waiiing for relatives to call for her. 


“J Want My Money,” She Says. 

She had been removed from 8 Delaware 
place Saturday night in a hysterical condi- 
tion on complaint of Donald McNab, at whose 
house she had been staying. 

“TI want to go to my home and get my 
money,”’ the old woman pleaded. 

“We'll take you there,”’ she was told by 
the police. 

She placed her hands on the handrails of 
the wagon and drew back. 

“This is a patrol wagon!" she shrieked. 
“You're going to lock me up. You have 
no right to do so. I have done nothing. I 
won't go.

OF BABY VICTIM 


Each Man Asserts That Little 
Child Killed in Dis- 
aster Is His. - 


MAYOR MAKES DECISION, 


Montreal Man’ Who Lost Two 
Children and Wife De- 
clared Father. 


Quebec, May 31,—[Spécial.J—A pathetic 
contest for the possession of the body of a 
baby took place here today in connection 
with the identification of the bodies of the 
dead in the Empress of Ireland disaster. 

Cc. W. Cullinan, a canecy merchant of Mont- 
real, had sent his wife, two children, and 
a maid on the Empress for a.summer trip 
to England. The maid alone survived. 


Cullinan ran from one coffin to ariother look- | 


ing for-his wife, but in vain. Then he turned 
to gaze on the twenty-fivecoffins of children. 
He quickly found the body of his daughter, 
Maude, 6 years old, who in the excitement 
following the collision had been seized by 
The hunt among the babies 
ranging from 12 months to 3 years thep 
went on. 
Babies Look as if Asleep. 

Some of the babies lying in the coffins 
looked as if they were asleep, with their 
hair curled or ruffled by.a light breeze. Oth- 


ers had bruised foreheads, suggesting viv- 


idly how they had been hurled against stan- 
chions or the sides of their cabins and killed 
before the water came upon them. The legs 
and arms of others were cut and bruised ter- 
ribly. 

Upon them Cullinan gazed and finally 
picked out one bahy with blonde hair that 
curled in a wavy manner,» He turned to 
Canon Scott, rector of St. Matthew's Episco- 
pal church, and said: 

“That is my boy.’”’ 

Then Cullinan turned again to search 
throughout the bodies of the adults for his 
wife. 

Scarcely had he turned away when T. H. 
Archer of Saskatchewan, who had lost a wife 
and baby in the wreck, found the body ofa 
woman he supposed to be that of his wife. 
He came upon the body of the child marked 
No.°118, which had been identified only a 
few minutes before by Cullinan as the body 
of his baby; | 


Men Dispute Over Body. . 

Archer insisted that the body was that of 
his baby, Alfred. He was told Cullinan had 
decided that the boy was his own child. The 
two men were brought together by Canon 
Scott. Both were gracious and affable and 
both consented to study the features of the 
face again. 

A police officer lifted up the coffin in his 
arms and held it while the two men scanned 
the face of the child. Cullinan could not de- 
cide and said he would go and get the maid. 
He disappeared. 

Then Archer asked the officer to carry the 
baby to a window, where he looked again 
at the face of the baby. He wanted to see 
the knee of the baby, but that was so bruised 
and discolored that the knee proved of no 
help. He insisted, however, that the baby 
was his. ; 


Maid Aids Cullinan: Claim. 
Accompanied by the clergyman, he took it 


“Back to Coroner G. Will Jolicoeur and had 


the child registered as his. Canon Scott, 
feeling that theré might be .a mistake, coun- 
seled the man to make a study of the fea- 
tures of his wife and compare them with 
those of the child. Archer consented™to 
do so. 

While this was going on, Cullinan returned 
with the maid, who, after a quick glance, 
agreed that the baby belonged to Cullinan. 
Then came a deadiock. Each bereaved 
father clung to the belief that the child was 
his. 

Finally some one suggested that the de- 
cision might be left to Mayor Napoléon 
Drouin of Quebec. The mayor was called 
and each father presented what he consid- 
ered proof that the child belonged to him. 

The mayor, however, after a study of the 
features of Mrs. Archer and those of the 
ghild, decided the baby was not ‘the Archer 
child and finally awarded the baby to Culli- 
nan,

FRANTIC CROWDS 
VIEW LINER DEAD 


Body of Sir Seton-Karr Iden- 
tified at Quebec from 
' 188 Others. 


NANY NOT BECOGNIZED. 
Women Victims Found Stabbed; 
Men with Knives Gripped 


in Their Hands. 


Quebec, May 31.—[Special.]—The British 
| flag was at half mast and the city was in 
mourning when the 188 bodies of victims of 
the Empress of Ireland disaster recovered 
from the St. Lawrence river reached here 
‘fom Rimouski today. 

The coffins were placed in a pier shed. They 
formed three rows. All day long theidentifi- 
cation went on. Frantic relatives were on 
hand to do their mournful task. -Upon many 
of the crude coffins was written “‘Do not 
shed tears over me,’ but hundreds wept nev- 
ertheless. 

While there were more than 125 bodies that 
had not been identified, many survivors and 
relatives of victims left here tonight. They 
gave up hope of finding the bodies. They tele- 
graphed relatives that the bodies they sought 
were not recovered. A few, however, went 
to Rimouski in the hope that more bodies 
might be picked up and that they might find 
the ones for which they were looking 


Women Victims Found Stabbed. 

A glance at thé bodies taken in a walk 
along the line revealed the story of the col- 
lision and the incidents following. 

Almost every body bore marks of violence 
inflicted’) by contact with parts of the 
wrecked ship or! in struggles in the water. 
There were bodies of women whose heads 
were split open or gashed. Itis possible that 


darkness following the collision ran against 
stanchions or were hurled against the walls 
of the sides of the alleys. The wounds also 
indicated that some of the women had been 
crushed when the collier buried its steel nose 
in the side of the Empress. 

Officers in Rimouski have saidalso thatthe 
bodies of the women showed that several of 
them had been stabbed, that bodies of men 
had been found with knives in their hands. 
At any rate, it was apparent by a glance at 
the shrouds that had been placed on the 
bodies of both the men and the women that 
there were other wounds not disclosed onthe 
faces. 


Charges Brutality to Sailors, 

Victor Vancoster, a Belgian, who was 
aboard the Empress, charged today that sail- 
ors who were in the life boats kicked him 
in the chest when he tried to climb in. 

Walter Erzinger of Winnipeg, a first class 
passenger, also said he saw fighting between 
sailors and second or third class passengers 
in the water. 

Capt. Elliott of the marine department of 
the Canadian Pacific said late tonight that 
the body of Sir Henry Seton-Karr had been 
identified among those at the pier. He ex- 
plained that the identification was made by a 
Mr. Boizsvain, representing the family. 

In the pier shed this morning were black, 
brown, and white pine coffins containing 
the 188 bodies, less than one-fifth of the vic- 
tims of the collision between the Empress 
of Ireland and the collier Storstad. Twenty- 
five of the coffins contained the bodies of 
babies. 


Pathetic Attempts at Identification. 

At the heads of the coffins stood lines of 
men and women, many of them survivors, 
looking for relatives and friends. As coffin 
lids were lifted they crowded close to view 
the bodies. One lid would be dropped with a 
low toned ‘“‘no”’ anda searcher would raise 
the lid of the next coffin just dropped by an- 
other ahead. 

Suddenly a low moan of a man or the muf- 
fled scream of a woman broke the silence. 
“O, Mary!” “ My husband!’’ or some name 
of endearment was uttered. 

A stalwart man bent forward ond kissed 
the forehead of his wife. A woman would 
fall fainting On the lid of the coffin she had 
just raised. Thus it-went on all day long 
until forty-eight bodies were jdentified. 

A man would find the bodies of his wife 
and children. A woman would identify.the 
body of her husband. In the hunt for bodie® 
of the victims there was no distinction of 
class. Every person, whether finely dressed 
or roughly clad, took his turn in the line 
that moved constantly from coffin to coffin, 
but the great majority of persons were dis- 
appointed in their search.

so marred that quick identification was im- 
possible—and then dash to the next. 
A woman attired in clothes of crude texture 
wandered past the bodies of the children, 
stopping to lift up the coffin lids and gaze 
tenderly on the little faces: She was a sur- 
vivor and was looking for her baby that had 
been torn from her arms. 
One child with dark hair and the features 
of a cherub, bearing many bruises, attract- 
ed her attention. She believed the baby was 
hers, but she was not sure. 
“My child,” she said, “ has one tooth on 
the right side.”’ 
Bending over, she reverently opened the 
mouth of the child, and then a moan escaped; 
rom her. “ It’s mine,” she whispered, and: 
untied a black baby ribbon that ran around 
the neck. Weeping, she was helped to the 
office of the coroner, where she obtained a 
burial certificate and received permission to 
have the body shipped to her home. 


Rescuer Identifies Body. 


Charles F. Lindsay of Bridgeport,.Conn., 
had the greatest difficulty in identifying the 


pathologist in the employ of the Nova Scotia 


Dalhousie university, Halifax. Dr. Lindsay 
was on his way to England to be married. 

This morning Charles Lindsay located a 
body which bore a strong resemblance to 
the photograph of his brother which he car- 
ried in his pocket... Time after time he 
peered first at the pictured face, calm and 
ordered, and then at the dead one, battered 
and distorted. He would not trust his own 
judgment. He called half a dozen persons 
to check. up on the resemblance. 

Close ingpection showed it to be a strik- 
ing one. Tere was the high, thoughtful 
brow and deep set ¢yes in both. By scme 
odd chance the curl of the front hair seemed 
to. be the same, despite the way the body 
had been washed and tossed about. 

Even with the assurance of bystanders, 
Mr. Lindsay hesitated to make the identifi- 
cation final until officers of the steamship 
company took from beneath the feet of the 
body a handkerchief in which were wrapped 
up a packet of letters, telegrams, cards, 
and a pocketbook. These made the identifi- 
cation clear. 


Identifies Salvation Army Victims. 

Major J. M. McGillivray of the Salvation 
Army was at the pier to make identification 
of members of his band who had perished. 
He explained that 175 persons connected 
with the army had sailed on the Empress and 
only 25 had survived. Of the victims, -he 
identified sixteen, but said that many weré 
so badly disfigured that it was not possible 
to recognize them. 

While stories of premonitions are always 
told after every disaster, McGillivray told a 
story about Mrs. Nettice Simcoe, a major in 
the army, that could not be ignored.

DRIVE 1,500 WOMEN OFF LEVEE. 

Samvuel P. Thrasher, superintendent of the 
Comm#mittee of Fifteen, asserted yesterday the 
persistent work of reformers had reduced 
the number of immoral women in the old 
Twenty-second street district from 2,000 last 
June to 500 at the present time. 

Mr. Thrasher and the Rev. John Moore Mc- 
Gann, rector of Trinity Epicopal church, were 
the speakers at a meeting of the Calumet 
council No. 2 of the Committee of Fifteen in 
the Second Presbyterian church at Michigan 
avenue and Twentieth street. Both Mr. 
Thrasher and Mr. McGann said there:is less 
vice flourishing at present than for years. 


Conditions a Year Ago. 

“ A year ago this month,”’ said Mr. Thrash- 
er, “there were 400 houses running in the 
district bounded by Sixteenth to Twenty- 
sixth street, Stewart avenitie and the liake. 


There were 2,000 women working in that dis 


trict, averaging at least $10 a day. Thac 
means $20,000 a cay, or $7,300,000 a year, Was 
being cleared in that territory.. More than 
80 per cent of that money was turned over to 
ebout 1,500 men who were living on these 
women, 

“Conditions aren't as bad as they were. 
The district is not cleaned out, but the illicit 
trade has been hampered by our continual 
pounding. More than 1,500 of those women 
have left this neighborhood There are prob- 
ably about 500 left. Where have the 1,500 
gone? 

‘‘Some people say they have gone to the 
residential districts where respectable, well 
tu do people live. .I have definite information 
that a great many have left the city. 


Write for Remedy. 
‘“‘Men of other cities have written to me. 
to ask how to get rid of the undesirable 
women who ‘have come to their city from 


Chicago. I have told them we are cleaning 
up CHicago, and that they must look to 
themeelves. 


“Of every ten houses running in resi- 
dential districts I believe seven of them 
have been there a long time. There may 
have sneaked’ in since the fight on the dis- 
trict was mafie. I am glad to see them leave 
this neighborhood and go to the sections of 
Chicago where the wealthy live. Why 
should the poor people here have to do all 
the fighting? The wealthy are better 
equipped to fight the invasion of vice into 
their territories. If they fight hard enough, 
they will be able to blot out all commer- 
cialized vice about them. 

“A real estate man who formerly did a 
big business in the vice district told me a 
short time ago that he is losing $1,000 a 
month because his tenants have been forced 
to move out. Another real estate man said 
forty of his tenants in the district had left 
a short time ago.”’

Mrs.. Winters Has Explanation. 

Mrs. Winters has an apparently plausible 
explanatiom of how the sweater was placed 
in the concrete block which is a part of the 
foundation of the house. The particular 
part) where the sweater was found divides 
the basement into two compartments. | 

This is Mrs. Winters’ story as she related 
it again today before she knew what sweat. 
ers were in the possession of the detective: 

“It has been our custom to throw all:the 
olf clothing which the children have worn 
out into the basement, where we kave it to 
make rag carpets. I know Hubert Hyde’s 
sweater was there and I believe Frankie's 
was there, too. They both were red. 
Frankie's buttoned down the front and the 
ether slipped over the head. 

“I don’t know what the detective has, but 
those are the only sweaters I remember. 
One of them was stuffed in a hole in one of 
the blocks, and I wili tell you just how that 
was done. When our cat gave birth to 
kittens one of them crawled into the hole. 
A’ neighbor had to chisel the hole to get the 
kitten out. We stuffed the sweater in that 
hole and stuffed newspapers in the holes 
all along the wall so the kittens couldn't 
get into the holes again.”

“No Evidence,” Attorney Says. 

“He is a private detective,”’ said George 
Barnard, former mayor, who ‘has been re- 
tained to defend Winters. ‘I went into this 
case thoroughly when I was mayor, spent 
considerable money, and tried every way to 
find out what became of Katherine Winters, 
but failed. Of course, I have some ideas 
about where she went, but I can’t prove 
them.

Vera Crus, May 31.—Direct orders from the 
navy department were responsible for the 
failure of the United States naval forces here 
to interfere with the landing at Puerto Mex- 
ico last Wednesday of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can liner Ypirange’s cargo of arms, con- 
signed to Gen. -Huerta. 
These orders came to Rear Admiral 
Badger, I learned today from an unimpeach- 
able source, in:response to his notification of 
the Washington authorities that the Ypir- 
anga had cleared from here for Puerto Mex- 
ico, coupled wtih hie request for instructions 
as to what he should do in the event the 
steamship attempted to land its cargo. 


Badger Told Not to Interfere. 

In substance Admiral Badger was ordered 
not to interfere with the delivery of the cart- 
ridges, rifles, and machine guns so sorely 
needed by Huerta, not only to equip his fresh 
levies, but to enable him to replenish the 
almost exhausted ammunition supply of the 
Federal forces. 

Reports from Tampico and other north- 
ern points indicate that the rebel leaders 
are enraged over the action of the United 
States, which, they argue, will add to the 
difficulty of overcoming Huerta and will 
serve to prolong civil strife. 

The feeling is growing here that Huerta 
will not hesitate to repudiate whatever 
pledges regarding his resignation he may 
have made to the mediators through his 
representatives at Niagara Falls and that

REDISCOVERING THE WEST. 
Word comes from Kansas that that state 
will need over 40,000 men to assist in gath- 
ering its enormous wheat crop. Calls for | 
men come from a dozen middle and north- 
western states. Thousands of men, mostly 
recent immigrants, who make Chicago their 
headquarters, have left for these states in 
the last-few days. Thousands of others 
are going daily. 

To most of the foreign laborers this trip 
to the western states is their first acquaint- 
ance with the west and with American 
farm life. What a splendid thing it would 
be for these men and for the country at 
large if instead of coming back to Chicago 
after the harvest season is over they would 
try to. locate in those states permanently. 
There certainly are as many opportunities 
for able bodied and work willing men to 
earn a livelihood there ag there are in Chi- 
cago and in other overcrowded cities. 

If these men at the close of the harvest 
season return to the congested cities it will 
not be entirely their fault. They are, after 
all, strangers here. They may be in the 
heart of a country literally overflowing with 
milk and honey and yet not know how to 
anchor there. Right here is where the for- 
eign press and the leaders of the foreign 
communities can help both .the immigrants 
and the nation—can do much towards mak- 
ing the immigration problem less acute, 
The foreign press can enlighten these men 
about the country they are in and about 
the opportunities there are in it for them. 
Foreign American societies might even send 
representatives there who could devise ways 
and means of making the men who have 
left the big cities etay away from them. 
The west needs to be rediscovered for the 
newer immigrants. It ie the duty of the 
Americanized and well to do citizens of these 
nationalities to lead in this work of aiding 
their brethrén.

NEW FIELD OF RESEARCH.

ing, for instance a man, was regard- 
ed as a unit. Now we know that he is « 
community composed of millions of units, 
called cella. Each of these cells has its work 
to do, and all the work of all the cells makes 
up the work of the body. 

Scientists came to recognize that each 
cell lived its own life and did its own work 
and had a good deal of independence, but 
they still said that these cells could not grow 
and reproduce themselves when cut away 
from other cells. 

We can take a cake of yeast, break away 
from it a small piece, throw the bit into 
sugar water, and presently the emall bit 
.will have reproduced until the yeast cells 
number millions. Thie would hold true 
even if the bit broken off contained but a 
single live yeast cell

It was thought, though, that nothing of 
that sort was ible with a cell from a 
highly organized community euch as an ani- 
mal is. Now we know better. Scientists 
take’ the cells of animals, put them in cul- 
ture media in test tubes, much as they do 
germs, and the cells not only keep alive and 
able to work, but they grow as the yeast 
cells do.

It is on this account that when 
King George vacated the latter dignity in 
1908, prior to hie accession to the throne, 
Lord Say and Sele put forward a claim 
thereto, and publicly protested, but in vain, 
against its subsequent bestowal on Lord 
Brassey. 

The Lords ée Fiennes were among the 
barons whose names figure in the Magna 
Charta, and even in thoge days were re- 
garded“as of the ‘most illustrious ancestry, 
since they were descended from that Eus- 
tace Count of Boulogne who married Goda, 
sister of King Edward the Confessor, this 
Count and Countess of Boulogne likewise 
being among the forbears of Godfrey de 
Bouillon, the crusader king of Jerusalem. 

The original barony of Say and Sele came 
into the Fiennes family through the mar- 
riage of Lady Joan, last of that line, to Wil- 
liam Lord Fiennes, hereditary warden of 
the cinque ports, and tenth in descent from 
the kinsman and companion of William the 
Conqueror. The grandson of Lady Joan was 
summoned to parliament in 1446 as baron of 
the realm under the title of Lord Say and 
Sele. He obtained afresh from the crown a 
grant of the offices of lord warden of the 
cinque ports and of constable of Dover cas- 
tle for himself and his heirs forever. He 
also was lord high treasurer of England, but 
happening to be a prisoner in the tower of 
London when Jack Cade’s mob stormed that 
stronghold, he was dragged thence by the 
rioters to Cheapside and beheaded. 


_— 

His son, William de Fiennes, second Lord 
Say and Sele of the 1446 creation, was one 
of the chief allies of the great Earl Warwick, 
the “king maker,’’ and was killed at the 
battle of Barnet. His heirs were not sum- 
moned to parliament, and it was not until 
several generations later that Richard de 
Fiennes, seventh de jure Lord Say and Sele, 
obtained recognition as such under lettérs 
patent, signed by James I. and dated August, 
1603. The ninth lord had no male issue and 
was succeeded by his daughter Elizabeth's 
only child, Cecily Twistleton, who married 
one of her father’s kinsmen, George Twis- 
tleton. 

The barony remeined unclaimed until her 
great-grandson, Gen. Thomas Twistleton, 
established his claim thereto before the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords. 
Twistleton remained the patronymic of the 
Lords Say and Sele until Gregory Twistleton, 
the fourteenth baron, obtained from George 
IV. authority to assume the name and ar 
morial bearings of the Fiennes. 

The present Lord Say and Sele is a soldier 
by profession and served in the Zulu war of 
1879 as captain of the Royal Scots fusiliers, 
retiring with the rank of colonel. He ig a 
Liberal in politics and owner of Broughton 
castle in Oxfordshire.

Difference in Ideas. 

Barber figures the best way to get a pure 
water supply is to extend the tunnels farther 
out into the lake. Ericson says that is a 
useless expenditure and that the best im- 
provements to obtain pure water are filtra- 
tion plants. 

To be sure there are other charges than 
that Barber printed an article without sub- 
mitting it to Ericson for approval. For ex- 

ample, Barber is charged with incompetency 
—although he has been working for eicht- 
een years under Mr. Ericson. There is also 
involved a patent on a crib obtained by Bar- 
ber. But those are subsidiary issues. 

The real issue is the article by Barber. It 
discusses defects and improvements needed 
in the water plant. Most important, in Bar- 
ber’s opinion, are “ new intake tunnels with 
cribs located so far from shore as to be be- 
yond the range of roiled and polluted water.” 
He would place them ten or fifteen miles off 
shore. 

Barber is supported in his contention by 
Dr. Allan J. McLaughlin of the federal gov- 
ernment public health service. 

_ Barber wants to extend the tunnels under 

the lake to the pure water. Evicson holds that 
cribs three or four miles out is far enough. 
- Then he would add filtration plants. The 
plans for the Wilson avenue lake tunnel are 
said to provide for a short tunnel—i. e., four 
miles instead of ten or more. 


“Nothing New,” Ericson Says. 

“Mr. Barber has not presented any new 
theories which we have not considered,”’ Mr. 
Hricson summed up. “ He says we take 
the water from the surface of the lake and 
that it should be taken from the bottom. The 
fact is, we do not take it from the surface. 

“His suggestion of having water enter 
the cribs pipes extending out in all direc- 
tions is not new. That principle has been 
applied in Milwaukee for ten years. That 
was considered by the department here in 
1906, as you can see from our drawings and 
notes.”

Leaders of Other Parties Plan to 
Win Support of Civil 
War Veterans.

Washington, D. C., May 81.—[Special.]— 
With the parting political observations of 
Theodore Roosevelt as he sailed away to his 
son's wedding and the G. A. R. incident, in- 
volving President Wilson, to occupy the 
minds of the politicians of all parties, the 
campaign for the election of senators and 
representatives in congress next fall is be- 
coming lively. 

There is to be considerable comment in 
congress this week on both Col. Roosevelt's 
statement declaring the Democratic admin- 
istration a failure and on the attitude of the 
president toward the G. A. R. 

Republicans and Progressives are plan- 
ning to makerspeeches supporting Mr. 
Roosevelt's criticism of Democratic éco- 
nomic policies and exploiting Mr. Wilson’s 
break with the organization of union vet- 
erans which he endeavored to repair by re- 
considering his declination of the Arlington 
invitation at the gleventh hour. 


Speeches to Reach Voters. 

The Democrats intend to have their best 
orators on guard in both the senate and 
house to defend the administration against 
these attacks. The speeches. made in be- 
half of each party will be franked by the 
thousand to voters throughout the country. 
The Republicans, who believe their pros- 
pects are becoming rosier every day, are 
planning to spare no efforts tc win back a 
large proportion, if not all, of the seats in 
congress they lost in 1910 and 1912. The 
Republican congressional committee has 
decided to raise a campaign fund of not 
less than $250,000. 

It. is evident that the Arlington episode 
will not down. The Republicans see in it an 
opportunity to win back the thousands of 
G. A. R. votes captured by the Democrats 
because of the passage of the Sherwood 
dollar a day pension law. 

The G. A. R. men also are attacking the 
administration because of the removal of 
union veterans from the Washington post- 


the pay roll. 


Applaud Stand of Roosevelt. 

Col, Roosevelt’s announcement that he in- 
tends to carry his fight for the Progressive 
party throughout the country, and his criti- 
cism of Democratic policies were applauded 
by the members of his party here.

Senator Smoot of Utah and other regular 
Republicans also declined to be interviewed 
upon the subject. 
“ Mr. Roosevelt didn’t discuss the currency 
act at all,"’ said Congressman C. U. Stone of 
Illinois, Democrat. “ He says that the trust 
legislation won't accomplish anything. It 
has not passed yet and it will be impossible 
to test it until it does. As for hie criticism 
of the tariff, it is conceded it is better than 
either the Payne-Aldrich or Dingley act, and 
during his seven years as president Mr. 
Roosevelt consistently dodged the tariff is- 
sue.” 


Murdock Comment on Speech. 
Congressman Murdock, the Progressive 
leader in the house, said: 
“I think Col. Roosevelt is right on the 
tariff. There is only one way to revise the 
tariff, and that is a schedule atatime. As 
long as the tariff is revised by the ommibus 
method it will be unsatisfactory. It is incor- 
rect. The Progressive way is to revise a 
schedule at a time after a tariff commission 
has investigated and reported on conditions. 
“The Democrats have introduced a crazy- 
quilt plan of trust control. There is only 
one way to deal with the trusts, and that is 
to establish a strong commission. The Dem- 
ocrats merely continue the present bureau 


of corporations under another name.”’

SPOTLIGHT TURNS 
ON LITTLEST BANK 


Second Peoples Trust and 
Savings May Be Investi- 
gated by Grand Jury. 


“CHECK KITING” BLOCKED 


Alleged Conspiracy to Manipu- 
late Accounts Arouses Big In- 
stitutions Involved. 


There are two People’s Trust and Savings 
banks in Chicago--a big one, run under 
state supervision and of good standing in 
the money world, anda little one with which, 

despite the parallel of title, it has absolute- 
ly no connection. 

The little People’s Trust, which is quar- 
tered in the rear of the Chicago Safe and 

“Merchandise company’s store at 82 West 
Lake street, and consists of a solitary cage, | 
a safe, a set of books, and a plentiful sup- 
ply of blank checks, is the newest local 
private banking institution to attract the 
spotlight. 

Unlike the collapsed Forsberg-Ashurst 
banks, the wrecked Potocki bank and the 
troubled Navigato bank, the little People’s 
Trust has no army of depositors to worry 
about a prospective loss of savings. It has 
no depositors. 


Scent Check Kiting Scheme. 

It is the-big, legitimate financial institu- 
tions that are doing the worrying. Within 
the last few days three of the big banks— 
the Central Trust, the Fort Dearborn Na- 
tional, and the Union—have uncovered what 
might have developed into a gigantic check- 
kiting scheme, in which the little People’s 
Trust appears to have played an important 
part. 

As a regult the grand jury may be asked 


meantime the banks will handle checks 
drawn on the little People’s Trust with 
extra care. These checks, despite the fact 


daily on the money market in fresh batches. 

So far there is no record that loss has 
fallen on any bank handling the little Peo- 
ple’s Trust’s checks, and bankers are won- 
dering just how Charles F.. Wenham, its 
president, cashier, office boy, and proprietor, 
finds profit in his all-going-out-and-nothing- 
coming-in policy. 


How It All Begins. 

The recent activities whéch put the big 
bankers on their guard were begun on 
Wednesday, when H. R. Mercer, who said 
he was connected with the American Wheel 
company and had an office in the Con- 
sumers building, started an account in the 
Fort Dearborn National bank. He deposited 
two checks, one for $500, drawn on the West 
Lake Street People’s Trust and Savings 
bank and signed by Wenham, and the other 
drawn by the Market Trust and Savings 
bank. The second check, signed “ L. Har- 
rington,”’ was for $165. 

The next day L. Harrington, who described

who said he was connected with a cigar man- 
ufacturing concern; arranged to use the Cen- 
tral Trust company as a depository.

Suspicious Transfers Occur. 

La Brun appeared at the Central Trust 
company’s counting rooms shortly after 
Harrington had finished his business with 
John Gulliksen, cashier of the Union bank. 
He, too, had a check on the little People’s 
trust. It was for $410 and Wenham’s name 
was on it. 

A second check deposited by La Brun was 
drawn by Harrington against his brand new 
account in the Union bank. It was for $100. 
A few hours later La Brun wrote a check in 
Varrington’s favor for $365 on a Central 
Trust blank. 

Many other checks passed between Wen- 
ham, Harrington, Mercer, and La Brun. 


Manipulation Comes to End, 

The upshot of all the transactions was that 
alt the end of the first period of manipulation, 
$196 stood to the credit of the Chicago Safe 
and Merchandise company on the books of 
A. W. Jefferis.& Co., private bankers in the 
Monadnock building. Wenham, besides run- 
ning the little People’s Trust, is president of 
the safe company. The $406 had been 
checked to him by Mr. Mercer, the Fort 
Dearborn bank’s new patron. 

F.. M. Forrey, manager of the Fort Dear- 
born's credit department, and Gulliksen com- 
pared notes. Asa result the Mercer account 
was. summarily closed and the Union bank 
and the Central Trust prepared to take simi+ 
lar action against Harrington and La Brun,

G. C. SIKES READY TO LAUNCH 


MOOSE-DEMOCRATIC SLATE. 


Said to Be in Sympathy with Move- 
ment to Take County Board Out of 
Politics.

{LAUDS ALIEN BORN § SOLDIERS 


The Rev. Jenkin L. Jones Praises 
Services in Civil War. 


ASSAILS THE IDLE RICH. 


Asserts Pickaninny in Cotton Field 
Has Better Future. 


The service of foreign born citizens in the 
civil war was eulogized J€sterday in a Me- 
morial day sermon at Abraham Lincoln cen- 
ter by the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, pastor 
of All Souls’ Unitarian church. 

Dr. Jones criticised the proposed law which 
would subject immigrants to a literacy test. 

Dr. Jones wore a Grand Army badge and 
the pulpit from which he spoke was draped 
with ane American flag. His subject was, 
“ Our Néw Recruits for Democracy."’ 


Kept Diary During War. 

Dr. Jones related incidents of the war 
which came under his own observation. He 
was a private in the Sixth Wisconsin ar- 
tillery. He enlisted when 19 years of age 
on Aug. 14, 1862, and served until July 18, 
1865. He kepta diary during the war which 
has just been published by the Wisconsin 
history commission. 

“There is more hope for the future of 
the country from the children“of the cotton 
picking negroes than there is from the chil- 
dren of the effeminate rich,’’ Dr. Jones said. 

“The children of these effeminate and 
luxury ‘hunting people are the ones America 


has reason to be afraid of, and not the sons | 
| @ fling at private clubs, which he said operate 


of the hardworking negro or the sons of the 
immigrant who comes to our shores. 


Foreigners as Patriots. 


“The foreign born citizen has earned his | 


right to be appreciated by what he did in the 
civil war. There were in the army 175,000 
Germans, 150,000 Irishmen, 100,000 British, 
including the Canadian-Americans, and 75,- 
000 of other nationalities. 

“There was the gallant Carl Schurz and 
Sigel among the commanders, The Germans 
who wanted to ‘ fight mit Sigel’ knew what 
they were fighting for. 

“ The peace @ociety has given us the United 
States flag with a white border around it, 
emblematic of the better day of peace. I 
will not be satisfied until worked into this 
border there are the emblems of the nations 
whose sons mingled their blood with that of 
the native born sons in the battles for the 
preservation of the flag. 

“ There ought to be woven into that border 
the shamrock for Ireland, the thistle for 
Scotland, the eagle for Germany, the bear 
for Russia, the fleur de lis for France, the 
rose for England, and if there be any other 
national symbol it ought to be included.”

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CANOBIST DIES TO SAVE KIN 


Swimmer Tries for Shore; 
Brother Clings to Boat. 


POLICEMAN RESCUES ONE. 


Father Sees Mystery in Death of Son 
in Lake. 


Harry Lund and his brother went fishing 
in the lake yesterday morning in a canoe. 
When they were opposite Balmoral avenue, 
about 200 yards from the shore, a puff of 
wind upset the light craft. Harry could 
swim. Arthur could not, 

* You hold on to the boat,”’ shouted Harry. 
“It won't hold us both and I can swim 
ashore.”’ 

Arthur, who is 18 years old, clung to the 
overturned canoe and Harry struck out 
toward land. Frank Rysell, a Lincoln park 
policeman, saw the boat upset and ran to 
where a rowboat was moored. Before the 
rowboet reached him, Harry sank from 
sight. Rysell then went to the younger 
Lund’s assistance and pulled him into the 
boat exhausted. 

“ Harry had gone only a short distance 
when he went down,” he said. “He wasa 
good swimmer and we were not so very far 
from shore. Ordinarily it would have been 
an easy swim for him. He must have been 
seized with a cramp.” 

William R. Morgan, superintendent of the 
Deere Harvester works at Moline, Ill., iden- 
tified the body of a young man found in the 
lake off Jackson park on Saturday by three 
canoeists as that of his son, Russell Mor- 
gan. 

A small sum of money and a gold watch 
bearing the young man’s name were found in 
his clothing.

With counter attractions on the north and 
gouth sides, only the old guard of the west 
division turned out to see the final clash be- 
tween Cubs and Cardinals yesterday.

Jim- 
my Johnston added a spectacular feature to 
the wild proceedings by sloughing a home run to 
left center when he batted for Wilbur Good in the 
eighth inning. Good quit to rest up his “ Charley 
horse.”

Zabel got off poorly in the first round, passing 
Huggins, but Miller was doubled when he tried to 
move up @ base on a fly to Good. * Immediately 
afterwards Dolan drove a terrific smash into the 
left field stand for a long home run.

Zabel Allows Five Hits. 

Five hits were all Zabel allowed. In the eighth 
round two hostile swats were bunched. but the Cubs 
ha@ ten runs by that time and G. Wash. had 
nothing much to worry over. Up to the seventh 
the Cubs had nicked Perritt for five bingles. Six 
swats in that round and Johnston's homer in the 
eighth boosted the total to twelve. Five two bag- 
gers and the circuit smash netted twenty total 
bases. The going war so soft that Hargrave, who 
replaced Archer with the game won, helped him- 
self to a safety. 

Zabel was seriously troubled only tn the fourth 
inning. An infield hit and a walk put two runners 
on with none out. G. Wash. disposed of the side 
on a fly, a short bounder to Sweeney, and a pop 
to-Sailer.

FIGHTING CHANCE 


Doctors Find His Body Fright- 
fully Bruised and Collar- 
bone Broken. 


CASE OF SELF-SACRIFICE. 


BY. REED L. PARKER. 

Indianapolis, Ind.. May 31.—[Special.]— 
Joe Dawson, the driver of No. 26, Marmon, 
who was thought fatally injured in an acci- 
dent during the 500 mile race here yesterday, 
has a fighting chance for his life, according 
to doctors, who were able to examine him 
for the first time today. The internal in- 
juries were found to be serious, although not 
necessarily fatal. The driver's body was 
frightfully bruised and his collar bone 
broken. 

An official investigation of the cause of the 
accident shows that Dawson deliberately 
threw his car off the course to save the life 
of Ray Gilhooley, driver of the ill-fated 
Isotta. 


Gilhooley Under Own Machine. 

Gilhooley, according to the’testimony of 
several eye witnesses, was crawling from 
under the wreck of his car directly across | 
the track towards the outer retaining wall. 

Dawson was traveling around the course 
at an average of eighty-seven miles an 
hour. His car was high on the track, his 
epeed having forced it up on the turn. He 
intended, it is thought, to drive to the right 
of the Isotta. This would have given him 
plenty of clearance and prevented danger of 
piling up the pursuing cars. 

Suddenly the crawling form of Gilhooley 
thrust itself into the opening between the 
Isotta and the retaining wall, Rather than 
hit him, Dawson clutched the emergency 
brake and threw his weight on the steer- 
nig wheel, just clearing the wreck, 

The impetus carried Dawson's car to the 
side of the course, where it overturned. 


Dawson’s Mother Prostrated. 
The name of Dawson is on every lip today. 
His gallant self-sacrifice has made him the 


hero of the race. His room at the hospital] is 
a bower of flowers, sent by his fellow drivers, 
Dawson’s mother is prostrated at her home here 
on Illinois street. Grave doubts were enter- 
tained as to her ability to endure the shock 
early this morning, but she is considered out 
of danger tonight. 
Gilhooley, who also was injured, is resting easily 
today.

Athletes representing all the “‘ big nine” 
universities and other institutions of athletio

Norwegian composers whose names 
are strange to our concert halls and who will 
be represented on these programs are Ole Ol- 
gen, Wendelborg, Halvorsen, Moller, Durrner, 
Haarklou, Grondahl, Tischendorf Reissiger Al- 
nes Lindtner, Kloed, and Arlberg.

Every mother ought to be a candy maker, 
especially every mother ‘who must count the 
pennies. Children will ask for candy after they 
have once made its acquaintance. They take 
to it as a duck to water, without instruction,

Good candy is expensive. Fine candies, soft, 
alluring, easy to digest, can be made at home 
for from 10 to 12 cents a pound. Fudge is one 
of these candies, and because of its form and 
keeping qualities, it is a good summer candy. 
If rightly managed it can be dipped in choco- 
late and made to resemble one of the finest 
chocolate covered candies made. 

The prime secret in making fudge is to cook it 
until it is done enough and yet so much cooked 
that it will granulate after a few minutes of 
stirring. This granulation ought not to take 
place until it has been beaten for. at least ten 
minutes, beaten full of air bubbles, which im- 
mediately collapse, but leave the candy smooth 
and light. 

There are various ways of knowing when it is 
cooked “to point.” If one will observe all 
these tests—time, appearance, hardening in cold 
water—the thermometer becomes superfluous, 
valuable in cooking. sugar as it is, after one 
gets past the awkward stage in its use.

CHOCOLATE FUDGH.—One ounce and a half 
or two ounces of scraped chocolate dissolved 
over the fire in one-fourth of a cup of milk. 
Add another fourth of a cup of milk when the 
mixture is taken from the fire and stir smooth. 
Then add two cups of sugar, four or five table- 
spoons of corn sirup and two tablespoons of 
butter. Mix this all thoroughly over the fire 
and keep stirring until the boiling point is 
reached. Then cook over a low flame for five 
minutes or to the soft sphere stage (test by 
dropping in cold water). At this point keep 
trying with a .spoon, and, when it will hang 
in thick strings an inch long it is right. Take 
from .stove and set the pan immediately in 
another of cold water to stop the boiling, es- 
pecially if there is a chance that it has cooked 
a bit too much. Stir, and, when it has cooled 
a bit, add a teaspoon of vanilla. Beat for ten 
minutes, and, just as soon as it begins to grain, 
turn into a buttered pan. Spread out and cut 
in squares. | 
The critical time to stop beating is when it 
is yet fluid enough to spread and have a smooth 
rather than a sugary top. In a few seconds 
more it becomes too stiff to spread, usually, 
and, while it may then be soft in texture, it is 
not of good appearance. i ial ;

Betraying Expressions.

AM a great believer in the theory that 
facial expression is an index to the feel- 
ings.

Supt. Potts Will Hold Hear- 
ing on the “Underwriters’ 
Agency” Problem. 


STATE LAWS IN QUESTION. 


Practice of Several Concerns Is- 
suing Joint Policies Un- 
der Inquiry. 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

Insurance Supt. Potts of Illinois will holda 
hearing at his office in Springfielé on the 
“underwriters agency” issue today. The 
“wunderwriters agency” has been in vosue 
In fire ineurance for probably forty-five 
years. It is a regular policy issued by one 
company or two or more companies jointly, 
guaranteed by the parent company or com- 
panies, but used in the agency fleld under a 
different caption on the head and folder of 
the policy. 

Originally this inetitution was established 
to allow four companies to combine in a 
joint policy to operate in territory which they 


di@ not desire, to. cover singly. By issuing 


the joint. policy four companjes could thus 
share the expense, and with their combined 
funds could make an appeal to agents and 
policyholders that would be impossible if 
each transacted its business independently. 
Gradually the original plan was modified and 
the “ underwriters agency ” became another 
department of the company without separat 

capital or other funds. 


Agencies Change in Character. 

For a number of years there were only a 
few of these institutions, They had separate 
headquarters from head offices of the parent 
companies, had@ their own field force, sepa- 
rate agency force, and, toall intentsand pur- 
poses, operated as independent institutions, 
but still backed by the parent company or 
companies. | 

In the agency field *‘ underwriters” have, 
to a large extent, been considered as separate 
companies, and where a local fire insurance 
body had a rule limiting the number of 
agents a company may have, the “ under- 
writers ’’ was regarded as an independent 
institution and entitled to its full quota of 
agents. 

The “ underwriters agency” device, how- 
ever, in later days has been multiplied until 
now there are some eighty-five annexes in 
operation. ‘The large number of the latter 
day ‘‘ underwriters" have no separete office 
or field force, but are an attachment to the 
parent company. In many cases they have 
been Brought out in order to provide an- 
other feeder and to take advantage of local 
board rules, permitting them to have their 
separate quota of agents, 


Issue a Trade Controversy, 
The “ underwriters agency” issue is largely 
a trade controversy. So far as the insuring 


public is concerned, it has Uttle interest fin the 
matter. The parent company or companies back 
ail these ‘ underwriters,"’ and a policy of an 
annex or parent company is desirable, so far as 
the protection is concerned. 

Owing to the rapid multiplication of annexes 
local agente find that the limitation rule of their 
organizations becomes practically a dead letter. 
Furthermore, agents find that they are competing 
with their own companies; and this has brought 
about considerable opposition from the agency 
ranks. The subject now is one of the stirring ones 


in the Chicago Board of Underwriters, inasmuch 


as the members are endeavoring to enforce the 
rule allotting to each company but three agents 
in the downtown district. 

Owing to the fact that there are so many “ un- 
Gerwriters’ agencies’’ in existence and each 
claims the right to have three agents, it means 
that many companies have six agents. Up.to a 
few weeks ago, however, the Chicago board did 
not endeavor to enforce the limit so far as bring- 
ing the parent company and its subsidiary within 
the three agency boundary. 


State Authority in Question. 


It is a question with fire insurance men just how 
far Supt. Potts can go. There is nothing in the 
Illinois insurance law to prevent a cor-pany from 
putting on the folder of its policy the name of 
some ‘‘ underwriters’ agency ’’ or evén using the 
name on the head of the policy, provided, of course, 
that the contract is one ugually iseued by fire in- 
surance companies and it ig to all intents and pur- 
poses the policy of the parent company. 

Supt. Potts, in his order citing companies to ap- 
pear at the hearing, states that the *‘ underwriters 
agency’ is not contemplated in prectical insur- 
ance practices and not provided for by the laws 
of Illinois. Fire insurance men, in view of the 
fact that the ‘‘ underwriters’ agency ’’ has been 
in vogue for nearly half a century, and owing to 
the fact that there are some eighty-five in the 


contemplated tn insurance practice. 

The law is silent on the ge and Mr. Potts, 
fire underwriters claim, can only come within his 
@iscrettonary powers tn making a ruling. It ie 
not thought that he has guthority to absolutely 
prohibit the issuance of sich policies. He may 
make a ruling requiring some changes, ag did 
the Michigan ineurance department recently, but 
any attempt to place the embargo on annexes
